will not only abstain from all rebellion, 
from conspiracy against legitimate au- 
thority, from crime and evil, but they 
would moreover find happiness in their 
lot, however lowly, and enjoy peace in the 
midst of poverty, and calm in the midst 
of trouble. To those who are enlight- 
ened by the truths of Christian faith and 
who look upon this life as nothing more 
than a short avenue leading up to a glo- 
rious eternity, who believe in the words 
of St. Paul, 'The sufferings of this life 
are not worthy to be compared to the 
glory that is to come;' to such as these, 
I say, the Inducement to resist lawful au- 
thority, to seize on the goods of others, 
may indeed come, but it will come only 
to be repudiated and condemned as con- 
trary to Justice, as subversive of social 
order and offensive to God. 


VIOLENCE NOT SANCTIONED. 


Violent means and revolutionary meas- 
ures-will never be sanctioned or encour- 
aged by the true followers of the Cruel- ' 
fied. Lawful means of course they will 
not hesitate to use, but the unlawful they 
will leave to those whose faith has been 
wrecked on the treacherous sand of mod- 
ern scepticism, and whose moral sense 
has been blunted and obscured by false 
doctrines and disorderly conduct. Mean- 
while we priests shall never shrink from 
preaching to you the gospel of labor, for 
it is the Gospel of Christ. 


"If you must labor and toil, you have 


one of the noblest of motives to support 
you, 
for did not pur Blessed Savior Jeaus 
Christ say, 'Rejoice and be glad for your 
reward is very great in heaven?' You 
are asked to suffer with Christ- True. 
But to what purpose? In order that you 
may reign with Christ for all eternity 
Beloved brethren, heed not the moment- 
ary tribulation of this life, stagger not 
beneath the load of earthly cares that op- 
presses you. faint not beneath the load 
of earthly cares that oppresses you, faint 
not under your burdens, trials and suf- 
ferings, for all these are light and trivial 
and well worthy to be borne with patience 
'.n comparison with the joy that awaits 
you In the home of your heavenly father, 
the eternal abode of which St. Paul spoke 
when he said, 'Eye hath not seen, nor 
ear hoard, nor man's heart conceived 
what God has prepared for those that love 
Him.' That our life may be such as to 
secure to ourselves this endless happiness, 1 
is the blessing I wish you all in the name 
of the Father and of the Son and ot the -

It was none of his 
business of course, but the Hodghead supporters are among his 
acolytes and'were headed by Benjamin Ida Wheeler, and he eager- 
ly seized the opportunity to' tell the citizens of Berkeley how they 
should vote. A considerable number of them "coppered" the'ad- 
vice, to use a gaming-table phrase, and voted for Wilson as a reproof 
to the ex-President.

that his speech in behalf of Mayor Hodghead was followed by the 
election of his Socialist opponent.

His administration has been clean and economical and reasonably 
efficient.

cause the better element has been too much on dress parade, too ex- 
clusive, too censorious and too meddlesome in the personal concerns 
of their neighbors; too prone to indulge in self-praise invidious in 
character. 
The administration of Berkeley was made a close cor- 


poration affair. The circle that controlled and directed it was lim- 
ited, select, exclusive, and altogether above the common herd. Their 
attitude of moral superiority incensed the base rabble, and their 
efforts to make the government exclusive and highly decorous was 
resented at the polls. They forgot that the government belongs to 
the people and not to a self-constituted mutual admiration society, 
that the so-called better element has no divine right to rule, and that 
the ignorant multitude will have a voice in selecting their rulers. 


There was. too much starch and not enough substance in the 


Hodghead administration, too many lofty professions and too little 
sympathy with the masses. It was not a government by the people, 
but a government for the people. It was too good to live and it 
was made sick by self-praise. 
The Colonel's endorsement finally 


killed it. Such results are to <be expected! when the -head of the uni- 
versity tries to 'be a boss and Socialism is taught in the classrooms. 
Why should not the University city have a Socialist Mayor when 
Socialism is a strident note in the .university teaching? .

All the railway lines travers- 
ing- that region terminate here, and very soon the electric railway 
system radiating- from Sacramento will be connected with the elec- 
tric railway system radiating from Oakland. Every new settler 
planted in the Sacramento valley will help build tip Oakland—pro- 
vided this city takes advantage of the opportunity presented. O'ak- 
land's business men ought to reach out for the trade of the Sacra- 
mento valley now, not wait till the new population coming into that 
region has found other trade channels. We ought to take better 
Advantage of our water transportation facilities. 
At any rate our 


merchants ought to keep in touch with the development of the greal 
region to the north. In a few years a might}- change will come over 
the old wheat .growing counties. It will be caused by small farms 
intensive farming, irrigation, good roads and better transportation 
facilities. Oakland ought to get her share of the benefits that wil 
accrue.

WASHINGTON, April Z.—Encour- 


aging reports are being received by 
the Smithsonian Instltvite from the 
various naturalists 
who are taking 
part in the biological suri'ey of the 
Panama canal, which was organized by 
the association last winter. The mare 
Important branches of natural history 
are represented in the party, which 
comprises seven experienced field nat- 
uralists, nearly all. of them from the 
various scientific bureaus of the gov- 
srnment. 
Naturalists throughout the world are 
greatly Interested In this biological 
survey, because when 
the 
canal is 
opened 
sweeping- changes probably 


will take place in the distribution of 
the animals and plants. A part of the 
fresh water streams of the isthmus 
now empty into'tlie Atlantic ocean and 
others Into the Pacific. 


DIETER IK OCEANS. 


It Is known that a certain number 


of animals and plants In the streams 
on the Atlantic side differ from those 
of the Pacific side, but as no biological 
survey has ever been undertaken the 
extent and magnitude of these differ- 
ences have yet to be learned. It also

United States Supreme Court 


Says Latter Must En- 


force Own Laws, 


' WASHINGTON, 
April 
3.— Oklahoma 


must enforce its own liquor laws, said 
Justice Hat'lon of the Supreme Court in 
substance today, when he handed down 
an opinion In which trie court declined 
to enjoin all the railroads entering1 the 
portion of the state which formerly "was* 
Indian Territory, from introducing or 
conveying intoxicating liquors into that 
section.

According to Floyd, who made 
a dying statement to the bond and

rant clerk, he entered his saloon and re- 
monstrated with Humphreys over the fact 
that he had been drinking". The barten- 
der showed fight and the two closed in 
on each other. Finally, sex'eral shots were 
fired, and Floyd fell with a -wound In the 
abdomen. One of the combatants had 
held a derringer and the other a revolver 
of large calibre. 


SLAYER'S NOSE BROKEN. 


Humphreys had received a broken nose 


and a cut on the forehead; thus bearing 
out his story of the struggle. Floyd was 
rushed to the Harbor hospital, and later 
transferred to Hahnemann hospital for 
an operation:. He gradually weakened, 
however, and sank until cream came dur- 
ing1 the early morning -hours.

These are the 
figures supplied by Col. Ogeda. 


On the night of March 30 the battle 
was renewed, Col. Ogeda assuming the 
offensive and attempting to dislodge the 
rebel forces. 
A long running fight fol- 
lowed. 


At Ures the rebels made a stand, for- 


tifying 
themselves strongly 
In several 
houses at the entrance to the city on 
the road to Buena Vista. They occupied 
the house of correction, where they took 
advantage of the port holes above and 
boiow. They also made a. stand in the 
plaza, but In the fighting which followed 
they were scattered into small groups 
going In different directions.
